They  wither  in  daylight,  and  op,  u  only  at 
night.  When  the  mercury  is  low.-st,  and 
the  stare  are  almost  reflected  on  the  crisp 
shining  snow,  then  this  delicate  flower  opens 
ita  petals  and  lills  the  frosty  air  with  its  per- 
fuma.
